REMARKS 



On August 3, 1999, the Applicants filed with the USPTO a petition 
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under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 to accept a Declaration /Power that was 
signed by a joint inventor |Shin-Tson Wu) on behalf of nonsigning 
inventors (Seth Marder and Qing T. Zhang), who refused to sign or 
who could not be reached. For the reasons set forth in the Deci- 
sion, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 was dismissed. 

Subsequently, Mr. Marder executed a peclaration/Power on August 3, 
2000; Mr. Zhang executed a Declaration/ Power on August 3, 2000; 
and Mr. Wu executed a new Declaration/ Power on August 4, 2000. To 
satisfy the requirements under 37 C.F.R. § 1.63 regarding the 
filing of an oath or declaration, we are enclosing herewith the 
Declaration/Power executed by Mr. Marder on August 3, 2000, the 
Declaration/Power executed by Mr. Zhang on August 3, 2000, and the 
new Declaration/ Power executed by Mr. Wu on August 4, 2000. The 
executed Declarations /Powers enclosed herewith replace any previ- 
ously submitted Declarations / Powers . Because the requirements 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.63 regarding the filing of an oath or declara- 
tion are now satisfied, the Applicants' petition under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.47 and the USPTO's Decision are believed to be moot. 

The enclosed Declaration/Power executed by Mr. Marder on August 3, 
2000 includes Mr. Marder 's current address, which may differ 
slightly from his previous address. Please update all of the 
USPTO's records to include Mr. Marder ' s current address, which is 
3085 East Manzanita Ridge Place, Tucson, Arizona 85718, U.S.A. 

The enclosed Declaration/Power executed by Mr. Zhang on August 3, 
2000 includes Mr. Zhang's current address, which differs from his 
previous address. Please update all of the USPTO's records to 
include Mr. Zhang's current address, which is 7575 Frankfort Road, 
Apt. 3124, Dallas, Texas 75252, U.S.A. 

In view of the foregoing, favorable reconsideration of the appli- 
cation is respectfully requested. It is submitted that the claims 
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of record are in condition for allowance. Allowance of the claims 
at an early date is solicited. 

The Applicant reserves the right to seek protection for any un- 



claimed subject matter either subsequently in the prosecution of 
the present case or in a divisional or continuation application.
